DEATH OF COMRADES 
IN THE ANTARCTI 


Antarctic Explorer Relates in 
Plain Blunt Englist: Tale 


of Tragedy 


ONE OF HIS COMPANIONS 
DROPPED INTO CREVASSE 


Another Later Succumbed and 
Mawson Was Left Alone on 
Verge of Starvation

Part Returned Last Year

under Captain Davis, his second in 
command. The original expedition 
left Hobart, Tasmania, Dec. 2, 1911, 
but its western Antarctic base, in 
charge of Frank Wild, returned last 
year accompanied by some members 
of the main party, The remainder of 
the main party stayed in Winter 
quarters awaiting the erriva) of Maw- 
son who had: left on a personal ex- 
pedition accompanied by Lieut. Ninis 
of the Royal Fusiliers, and Dr. Mertz, 
a Swiss scientist, The brief story of 
the heroic death of Lieut.

Ate the Dogs 
We decided that by eating the dogs 


we would have enough to reach the 9, including 


hut across the plateau. The sea ice 
was breaking up. Nine hours after 
the accident 1 read the burial services 
and we started to return. The food 
was apportionea on a mileage basis, 
but owing to delays caused by bad 
weather the ration was reduced, The 
dogs mave out daily,,.and soon none 
were left.

The weather became a little clearer 
on January 6, but owing to the slip. 
pery surface, falls were continuous, 
It soon became ovident that Mertz 
could not proceed on foot. With him 
on board the sledge, even with the 
help of a sail, passage was slow and 
much toil resulted, It was possible 
to steer only a very rough course in 
the drift. 

On the morning of January 7 Mertz’ 
condition grew much worse, and 
about midnight, January 7, he passed 
away, My own condition was such 
as to hold out little hope, but I de- 
termined to push on to the last, 
| Of the month that followed, which 

was consumed on the one hand with 

a fight against starvation, and on the 

other with a war on the miles that 

lay ahead, I do not wish to be re- 
minded. It snowed and drifted al- 
most every day.
